Such a man will be a large factor 
in the politics of this country as 
long as he cares to do so. 
He may 
nev er be a presidential candidate 
again, but Bry an and Bry an’s ideas 
will hav e to be considered when 
the nex t nitional conv ention is 
held, and tlie men who desires to 
adopt republican policies under the 
name of democracy will find their 
mov ement long on leaders and 
short on followers. 


T he r e is work enough before 
Stfdalia to enlist the energies of 
ev ery liv e, progressiv e citizen, but 
this work can only be made most 
effectiv e when sy stematic plans are 
adopted and ev ery body unites to 
carry them out. 


T he would-be party leaders who 
are hunting for an issue to be used 
in the nex t campaign are wasting 
their energies. Issues are not made 
to order by politicians. 
They are 
made by ev ents. 
They are prac­ 
tical questions about which the 
people differ. 


T h e presidential election is ov er 
and we should again realize that 
we 
hav e 
important 
municipal 
problems to solv e— problems that 
affect 
our 
prosperity 
directly . 
Ev ery thing that can be done to 
make Sedalia a better town to liv e 
in will promote the success of all 
legitimate business enterprises. 


To the v ictor belongs the spoils. 
But also to the v ictor belongs the 
difficult job of div iding and dis­ 
tributing the spoils, and republican 
applicants for 
federal jobs and 
democratic 
aspirants 
for places 
under the new democratic state 
administration will 
soon 
begin 
their campaign in earnest. 


T h o s e who claim that it was 
free silv er that defeated the de­ 
mocracy will find it hard to ex ­ 
plain tbe fact that the democracy 
made heav y gains in N ew York 
City , where the gold sentiment is 
strongest, and sustained losses in 
the west, where ev ery body swears 
by the old silv er dollar.

The current rate on real estate 
loans is now fiv e and six per cent, 
and it is held that money cannot be 
had at such rates if the lender has 
to pay two or three per cent tax es 
on .his notes. 
This contention is 
denied by the adv ocates of the 
measure, but the fate of the amend­ 
ment will be watched with deep 
interest all ov er the state. 


CURIOUS ELECTION FIGURES 
As the figures from the election 
roll in, and the returns from v ari­ 
ous parts of the country grow more 
complete, say s the Kansas City 
World, they disclose some interest- 
ing figures, which statisticians and 
those prone to point out morals 
and deduce conclusions will find 
much material for discussion in. 
For 
instance, 
Massachusetts, 
which was supposed to hav e set 
her face irrev okably and unalter­ 
ably against “ Bry anism” or any ­ 
thing pertaining to it, cut down 
her republican plurality of four 
y ears ago almost 
100,000 v otes, 
and gav e the defeated candidate 
35.000 more v otes than it gav e its 
own state ticket.

ty by almost 100,000 v ote?.

18 9 6 , 
134,8 8 2 ; for 19 00, 35,209 , a los? of 
6 6 per cent. 
Massachusetts is es­ 
sentially 
a manufacturing state. 
Colorado is popularly known as the 
Silv er slate. 
In Connecticut, alway s a stanch 
republican stronghold, and fairly 
netted with factories and smoke­ 
stacks, Mr. McKinley ’s plurality 
this y ear was only 27 ,000, against 
a plurality of 
53,545 
in 18 9 6 
Again, 
Maine, 
alway s 
strongly 
republican, cut down Mr. McKin­ 
ley ’s plurality of 45,7 7 7 
iS()6 to 
something less than 
25,000 this 
y ear. 
Maine is principally an ag­ 
ricultural state. 
Montana, which ex hibited a solid 
silv er statue of Ada Rehan at the 
world’s fair as an emblem of her 
undy ing allegiance to the white 
metal, cut down Bry an’s plurality 
of 32,043 four y ears ago to so small 
a margin this y ear that he barely 
carried the state, while Vermont, 
where Bry an could hardly fill a 
small opera house, 
reduced her 
republican plurality of ’9 6 by some­ 
thing like 30,000 v otes this y ear. 
South Dakota, where the populist? 
were supposed to sit up night^

The advance by the retailer to the 
consumer will average 25 per cent, 
tor the waste in a carcass doubles 
the increased cost of the salable 
portion.

States currency known to be in ex ­ 
istence. 
It was issued at the first 
session of the Continental congress 
in 1778 , and carries with it all the 
crudity of that age. 
It is a p ecu­ 
liar looking document, 
being of | 
greenish p ap er of much the same 
material as the p resent p ap er mon­ 
ey , ex cep t that it is heavier. 
In 
shap e it is almost square, with di­ 
mensions of about four bv three 
and a half inches wide. 
On one side of the bill is written 
the receip t, which is as follows : 
“ This bill entitles the bearer to 
receive 60 Sp anish dollars for value 
received in gold or silver according 
to a resolution p assed by congress 
at 
Fliiladelp hia, 
Sep tember 26, 
177^*’’ 
On the back of the bill is drawn 
a bow with a ^et arrow. 
Along 
the margin the value of the bill is 
again p rinted and at one side the 
words “ Printed, Hall & Selers, 
1778 .” 
A t the bottom of the face 
is the signature of some one in au­ 
thority . 
Tlie letters have so faded 
that it is almost imp ossible to fol­ 
low tiie characters. 
Some have 
imagined they could trace the sig­ 
nature of George Washington up ­ 
on those lines, 
but others could 
not imagine what authority he had 
to distribute money at that date. 
This rare bill is the p rop erty of 
Otto Fiechtl, of the Fiechti CUiiar- 
tet of the Cour d’Alene. 
It was 
p resented to him at the Charleston 
earthquake in 18 8 6 for the saving 
of an Irishman’s life. 
The op en- 
hearted act of the German to his 
hereditary enemy so overcame the 
man from E rin’s isle that he gave 
him the only article of value he 
p ossessed. 
Mr. Fiechtl was desirous of as­ 
certaining the true value of the 
bill, and in 18 9 3 
W ash­ 
ington, where it was kep t for six 
months while the treasury dep art­ 
ment investigated the issuance of 
the bill, 
it was adjudged legal, as 
the issue of $60 bills at that time 
was known to have been made, 
though this IS tiie only one which 
has not been returned to the treas­ 
ury . dep artment.
